STANDING 
GOD BETTER 


E have seen that no believer in 
the existence of God doubts His 
infinite greatness and majesty. No 
believer in God as Creator can doubt 
His interest in His creation, and par- 
ticularly in those creatures who were 


the fashioned after His own image and 


likeness. The greatness of God and 
the loving paternity of God demand 
ho proof because every reflecting per- 
Son will acknowledge that he has ex- 
| perienced the effects of these two at- 
_ tributes of the Infinite One. 

But we must remember, as it has 
already been stated, that an infinite 
Being must be infinite in every par- 
ticular. An infinitely great God must 


, also be an infinitely holy God, because 
| God must be infinitely perfect. Hu- 
man beings, anything but perfect 
when they begin life or when they 
start to work out their own destiny, 
have often attained a high state of 
perfection or holiness. The lives of 
numerous samts, such as those of St. 
Paul, St. John the Apostle, St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi, St. Agnes, St. Aloysius, 
St. Therese of the Child Jesus, excite 
our admiration because of their sin- 
lessness, An angel declared that Mary 
was “full of grace”, which means full 
of sanctity, and Holy Scripture calls 
St. Joseph a “just” or righteous man. 
What then must be the sanctity of 
God, before Whom spotless and sin- 
less angels are awed and forced to 
repeat “Holy, holy, holy”! 
God's Hatred of Sin 

If God be infinite perfection, and 
the slightest sin denotes imperfection 
of the moral order, then God must be 
unalterably opposed to it. But sin 
implies more than imperfection. It im- 
plies rebellion towards the €reator on 
the part of the creature, towards the 
Heavenly Father on the part of His 
adopted child; towards the Master on 
the part of the servant; towards his 
King on the part of the subject. Sin 
is rebellion, because it is a violation 
of a law of God, because it consists 
in opposing the will, if not the posi- 
tive command of God, knowingly and 
deliberately. Sin also implies disobedi- 
ence, obstinacy; it suggests shameful 
ingratitude. How insulting the choice 
of a momentary gratification in pre- 
ference to God! 

God’s infinite perfection requires 
| Him “to love justice (holiness) and to 
hate iniquity.” Those who do not un 
derstand what true religion teaches 
about God accuse Him of hating the 
sinner, who during the whole time of 
his earthly pilgrimage is the object 
of God’s love and mercy, and is in- 
vited frequently to return as the pro- 
digal son to receive complete forgive- 
ness. It is only when life ends here 
that Almighty God must exercise His 
justice and turn completely against 
the sinner. 

We have said that sin is an evil of 
the moral order. It is, therefore, a far 
worse evil than anything we know of 
or could imagine in the physical or- 
der. One sin is greater than the sum 
total of all the poverty, the misery, 
the suffering, the world at this 
moment. I mean it is a greater evil 
in the eyes of God than all this be- 
cause it is diametrically opposed to 
His infinite holiness. Physical evils 
are often sent directly by God, but 
moral evils never have God as their 
author. They are of man’s creation 
and are tolerated only because God 
would not do violence to our nature to 
which He gave free will, a faculty by 
which we can defy Him, oppose Him, 
and persistently violate His laws.

tles of Christian charity. Suffering 
and want are the great levellers of all 
human inequalities. They subdue sel- 
fishness, emphasize our common hu-' 
manity and make us appreciate more 
keenly our universal brotherhood in 
Christ. 

There is no association out of which 
the practice of charity should spring 
more naturally than the parish, and it 
will grow, if only given a chance. One 
can scarcely imagine real parish life 
without charity. When the parish 
abandons its works of charity or is 
willing turn them over to some 
other agency it is almost an infallible 
sign of a cooling of religious fervor. 

So many pastors say our parishes 
are too poor for any charitable organi- 
zation. Some of the very best charit- 
able organizations in the country are 
found in our poor parishes. Of course, 
nobody asks the pastor of a poor par- 
ish to build his charitable organization 
on the assumption that he is going to 
take care of his entire burden of poor 
relief. The relief of poverty is, in a 
large measure, a public responsibility. 
The Catholic pastor in the poor parish 
can, therefore, very well look to his 
city and county for assistance in car- 
ing for the poor. He can also look to 
the various non-sectarian organiza- 
tions engaged in family relief work. 
If there is a diocesan organization of 
Catholic Charities or a Central Coun- 
cil of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul, the pastor in the poor parish 
can look to them for assistance in 
supplementing his efforts
